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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

antenna; attenuation means for attenuating a received signal from the second antenna at the 
optimum attenuation factor; and subtraction means for subtracting an output signal of the 
attenuation means from the received signal from the first antenna, and for thereby reducing a 
noise of the received signal from the first antenna as substantially described and connected in 
independent claim 1 .
